REMARKS 

Applicants have carefully reviewed the Office Action dated November 27, 2006. 
Favorable reconsideration is respectfully requested in light of the above amendments and the 
following comments. 

Specification Objections 

The specification has been amended to correct minor informalities objected to by the 
Examiner as well as to update the status of the patent applications that were incorporated by 
reference. 

Claim Objections 

The claims have been amended to correct minor informalities objected to by the 
Examiner. Claim 26 has been amended for clarity and claim 28 has been canceled. No new 
matter has been added as a result of these amendments. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants thank the Examiner for the indication of allowability of claims 1-25 and 27 
once minor informalities are corrected. As noted above, this has been done. Consequently, 
claims 1-25 and 27 are believed to be in condition for allowance. As generic claims are now 
allowed, consideration of previously withdrawn Species and claims corresponding thereto is 
respectfully requested. 

§112 Rejection 

Applicants respectfully traverse the Examiner's rejection of claim 26 under 35 U.S.C. 
§112, second paragraph, as indefinite. Claim 26 has been amended appropriately, thereby 
rendering the rejection moot. Favorable reconsideration is respectfully requested. 
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§102 Rejection 

Applicants respectfully traverse the Examiner's rejection of claim 28 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 102(e) as anticipated by Abrams et al., U.S. Patent No. 6,592,570. Claim 28 has been 
canceled, thereby rendering the rejection moot. Applicants do not concede the correctness of 
the rejection. Favorable reconsideration is respectfully requested.
